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TUVALU 2022 SIMPSONS SILVER COINS

The Tuvalu officially licensed (TM & © 20t Television / MG) Simpsons 99.99% silver coins continue to sell out at the 
Perth Mint. Here’s just the 2022 issues, but the Mint has been striking the series for four years. First up, let’s back up to 
Hallowe’en with “the Simpsons Treehouse of Horror” 1-oz. silver coloured “glow in the dark” coin with a face value of “1 
DOLLAR” and a mintage of 5,000 worldwide. Next we have the Bart Simpson (sticking out tongue with fingers in his ears) 
2-0z. silver Proof High Relief coin with a face value of “2 DOLLARS.” Then we have the character-shaped 1-oz. silver “mini” 
coloured coin of Young Bart Simpson with a face value of “1 DOLLAR”. The next two coins are “The Simpson Family 
Season’s Greeting” with one plain and the other coloured. The plain has a Brilliant Uncirculated finish. The reverse 
features Homer, Marge, Bart, Lisa and Maggie surrounded by a festive wreath. The coin has a face value of “1 DOLLAR”, 
a mintage of 15,000 worldwide, a weight of 31.107 g, a diameter of 40.6 mm, and a thickness of 3.21 mm. the plain 
variety is available individually in coin card, or by rolls. The coloured version has the same coin specs of the plain, except it 
only has a 5,000 mintage with a limit of 2 per household, and only available individually in coin card.

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What is BEAC and CEMAC? 


The Bank of Central African States, also known as Banque des Etats de I'Afrique Centrale (BEAC), consists of six states 
(countries): Cameroon, Gabon, Central African Republic, Chad, the Republic of Congo-Brazzaville, and Equatorial Guinea. 
BEAC wants to issue a new series of circulation banknotes; however, the Republic of Congo-Brazzaville currently is not 
supporting the change, as evidently some high-ranking parties have stashes of CFA francs in cash hidden in their homes, 
and they want to protect their fortunes. We talking about a very large sum here (approx. equivalent of 2.04 billion CAD)! 


The Communauté économique et monétaire de I'Afrique centrale (CEMAC) was created on 16 March 1994, and stands for 
the Economic and Monetary Community of Central Africa. CEMAC aims to promote peace and the harmonious develop- 
ment of its member states, in the framework of establishing an economic union and a monetary union. In each of these 
two areas, the member states (the six countries / states listed above) intend to move from cooperation to a situation of 
union to complete the process of economic and monetary integration and to improve mutual assistance to support less 
developed member states. Several years ago, the CEMA monetary zone agreed to new denominations of CFA circulation 
notes. Brazzaville is considered the holdout, as its powerful parties have not exchanged all their CFA francs, as theses 
particular members are believed to have illicitly amassed these notes by stealing from the state. A release a new notes 
would result in massive losses to this group, so they are attempting to stock the new release. 


These thieves may be justified in their fears! Denis Sassou Nguesso is a Congolese politician and 
former military leader. He became president of the Republic of Congo in 1997. He served a previous 
, term as president (1979-1992). During his first period as president, he headed the Congolese Party of 
: RS Labour (PCT) for a dozen years. He introduced multiparty politics in 1990, but was stripped of executive 
w powers by the 1991 National Conference, remaining in office as a ceremonial head of state. He stood 
“, as a candidate in the 1992 presidential election but placed third. Now during his first term, Nguesso 
, acquired new circulation banknotes from BEAC to impoverish the dignitaries of the democratic regime 
of Pascal Lissouba whom he had just overthrown. The new banknotes rendered the old ones invalid, 
thus preventing those who held them from having any financial power. The current bigwigs of Brazza- 
4é Ville fear a repeat performance of what happened in Pascal Lissouba happening to them. They are 
fighting both a recall of the CFA notes they have amassed, and an introduction of new CFA notes to 
replace them, and render them invalid. 


Macedonia became North Macedonia 


[National Bank of the Republic of Northern Macedonia] 


Macedonia achieved independence in 1991 with the peaceful breakup of the Socialist Federal Republic of Yugoslavia. 
Recognition was delayed because of Greece’s objection to Macedonia’s use of “Macedonia,” and the country was initially 
recognized as the “Former Yugoslav Republic of Macedonia.” The United States recognized FRYM in 1994 under the pro- 
visional designation and began referring to Macedonia by its constitutional name, Republic of Macedonia, in 2004. Mace- 
donia and Greece signed the Prespa Accord in June 2018 which, among other things, resolved the decades-long dispute 
over the Republic of Macedonia's name. The Prespa Accord included, among many other conditions, “Renouncement, on 
the part of North Macedonia, of any claim of a relationship with Ancient Macedonia, and the Hellenic historical and cultur- 
al heritage.” In February 2019, Macedonia's name changed to the Republic of North Macedonia. 


The Republic of North Macedonia is a small country of about 1.8 million ( 75% ethnic Macedonians, and around 25% are 
ethnically Albanian and there are also large communities of Serbs, Bosniaks and Turks throughout the country) , and it’s 
in South East Europe bordering Greece, Albania, Serbia, Bulgaria and Kosovo. The local currency of North Macedonia is 
the Macedonian denar. It is a relatively new currency that nevertheless draws inspiration from an old source - the currency 
of the ancient Romans, the denarius. The Macedonian denar / MKD (den/ Ae) is issued by the National Bank of the Re- 
public of North Macedonia and is used throughout the country. Over the last few years, the Macedonian denar has grown 
significantly throughout the region and today it plays an important role in the developing economy of North Macedonia. 
The polymer circulation notes have been transitioning 2021-to present to show the new North Macedonia name. These 
notes are like the preceding issues, but with the bank’s name changed to the HapoAHa Banka Ha Peny6auka CeBepHa 
Makegounja (National Bank of the Republic of North Macedonia).

On 25 October 2022, the National Bank of the Republic of North Macedonia confirmed the launch of a new 100-denar 
note (B103a). The note has a ceiling rosette as a watermark. 


The obverse features: Macedonian text; ceiling rosette in Albanian town house in Debar. The reverse 
features: Macedonian text; 1594 engraving of Skopje by Jacobus Harevin viewed through horizontal Albanian house 
window.

Educational Presentation: This meeting was a Show and Tell sharing by our members who wished to do so. 


Mike Hollinghead displayed a Cuban 1-peso specimen note from the dual Anniversary 1995 issue. The banknote celebrat- 
ed both the 45t* Anniversary of the Banco Central de Cuba and the 100* Anniversary of the death of Jose Marti in the Cu- 
ban War for Independence from Spain. The PCGS-graded MS64 bank note was a gift from a collector friend in New Jersey 
who wanted to thank Mike for breaking the blockade and delivering banknotes from Cuba to the New Jersey collector. 


Rose Van Sickle displayed a number of items including commemoratives of her European trip as a Girl Guide leader. The 
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items were mostly pertaining to Guiding. 


New member Helen Braun also displayed items of Girl Guides-related collectibles including a geo-caching commemorative 
which we attempted to bookmark in the website. 


“John Smith” (alias) wowed us with a Canadian polymer $100 banknote that looked quite normal except that the inlaid 
security strip was shifted markedly to the right of its normal location. As these notes are extremely well examined by laser 
examination-readers prior to release to the public, it was assumed that the error note must have stuck to another note to 
get past the error-detection at the banknote printers. The polymer notes are the result of a numerous, complicated, and 
well-protected series of processes and errors are very uncommon, especially in highest-value notes like this $100. 


Ernie Blair displayed some Churchill Crowns that were part of a collection that he recently purchased. They were cupro- 
nickel coins from the 1964 issue by Great Britain. 


David Carpenter displayed a number of Charles Schultz®-related comics, including a set of "Li'l Folks" (1947-1950), the 
prequel to Peanuts strip, which David and his wife researched and compiled at the St. Paul Minnesota library archives. 
Two of the Peanuts comics strips related to the collecting of ancient coins and bottle caps! David also admitted to collect- 
ing bottle caps in his youth, and brought in one of the remaining cap-holder tubes salvaged from his family home. Got any 
of Guelph's Reinhart Beverages caps in that hoard, David? 


This was a great meeting, with lots of fun having members shares pieces from their collections! We will do another Show 
and Tell at our August 2023. There has been a change in our membership since we last did a “How | Got Started in 
Numismatics”, as a result, we are looking to members to share at our June 2023 meeting (our Annual Pizza Night).

Emerson Centennial Featherstone 


(1876-1937) 
by Scott E. Douglas, FCNRS, FRCNA, FONA, GKStE-Canada / U.S.A. 


E.C. Featherstone was born September 28, 1876, just south of Milton, Ontario, in the township of Trafalgar, Halton 
County. His father Emerson and mother, Mary Bell were pioneers of Trafalgar Township. His middle name coincides with 
the 100-year celebration of the United States Centennial (1776-1876) and Featherstone’s birth year of 1876. 


Featherstone opened his Featherstone Photography and Art Studio in 1898 at number 8 Martin Street in downtown 
Milton. Like most photographers of this era, there really wasn’t enough daily business to make a living, so Featherstone 
also offered stationery, books, school supplies, magazines, and novels at his studio. His business ‘hook’ was to offer 
sixteen photos for the price of a dozen. Although skill with a camera is an obvious asset for a photographer, an exception- 
al amount of patience and personality was also a must. It was vital that the subject stay absolutely still, and for many 
photographers, this was the subject’s obligation. If you wanted a pleasing result the subject was required to be invested in 
the process. This short rhyme was the photographers’ mantra of the day: 


| do engage to satisfy, 
If to my rules you do comply, 
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My rules are few, obeyed at will, 
All | require is to SIT STILL! 


Milton had ten previous photographers going back to 1864 but none lasted very long, with the exception of one who 
enjoyed ten years between 1877 and 1887. Featherstone would match this tenure. On January 7, 1909, the Milton news- 
paper, The Champion, announced that Featherstone had sold his business to H.K. Hunter effective immediately. Hunter, 
an experienced photographer lasted only six years before he sold out to Henry Sherman. 


Although the actual act of photography was likely not the issue, the developing of the negatives and prints was. Many 
photographers were exposed to harsh chemicals and toxic vapors and as a result, most died at a relatively young age. E.C. 
Featherstone died in Toronto at 61 years of age. 


The advertising tokens of E.C. Feather- 
stone can be found listed in W.R. 
3 McColl’s Catalogue of Canadian 
*. “ART STUDIO. Medals and Business Cards published 
' in 1903. McColl lists the tokens #681 
aluminum, #682 brass, #683 copper 
and #684 German silver. McColl 
indicates that the brass, copper and 
German silver only had twelve pieces 
struck. In the past, McColl’s popula- 
ea LD A ri tion figures have caused some

These advertising tokens were issued by Featherstone in 1902 commemorating peace in South Africa. 
The tokens were the idea of J.K. Cranston & Co. and struck by Hamilton Stamp and Stencil Works. 


However, in almost thirty years of these particular tokens being in my personal collection, | can only recall knowing of five 
other sets of the three off-metal strikes and none of the aluminum examples. In recent inquiries of other collectors of 
McColl listed tokens, no one reported having owned or knows of an existing aluminum token. | believe one may exist in 
the Bank of Canada Currency Museum’s collection in Ottawa, but | have not checked. Given the lack of an aluminum 
example, and the fact that all of the brass, copper and German silver pieces are found in uncirculated condition, it is my 
opinion that these tokens were likely the creation of W.R. McColl himself to use in trade with other collectors of the time. 


A consortium of collectors from the Ottawa, Owen Sound 
and Brantford area were known to practice this behaviour 
for a period of time between 1895 and 1910. Although 
frowned upon by some collectors at that time, today’s 
collectors avidly seek these low mintage treasures.

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Crown Currency

When | began amassing world coins from everyone | knew who had travelled outside of Canada, | started to notice some 
similarities between coins from different countries. At first it seemed that Danmark @re, Sveriges Ore and Norge @re 
might be from countries using a similar currency word. After all, Canada and the United States use the dollar, not the 
pound, even though both were at one time British colonies. In the case of Denmark, Sweden and Norway however, the 
common use of Ore and the larger currency words Krone, Kroner, Krona, and Kronor is no accident, as they arose from a 
common Scandinavian history. 


Denmark, Sweden and Norway were united under a single monarch by Queen Margaret |, also known as the “Lady King” 
by her subjects. She was the youngest daughter of the King Valdemar IV of Denmark, but upon his death in 1375 man- 
aged to get her infant son Olaf named as his successor as King Olaf Il, rather than her older sister’s husband or son, argu- 
ably the legitimate heirs.

She was married to the King Haakon VI of Norway, so upon 
his death in 1380, their son Olaf became king of two nations. 
Margaret ruled as Regent before and after Olaf’s death in 1387 at 
the young age of 17. Two years later, she invaded Sweden to over- 
throw their unpopular King Albert (Albrekt av Mecklenburg), and the 
_ Swedish nobility were only too happy to let Margaret rule. She then 
» ‘decreed that her adopted great-nephew Eric of Pomerania would be 
King Eric Ill of Norway, also conveniently young enough that she 
would again rule as Regent. 


Eric’s coronation took place in the town of Kalmar in 1397, and while the intent was to formally unite the three countries, 
it did not become official. That said, the Union of Kalmar continued until Sweden left in 1523, and at the time Sweden 
included most of present-day Finland. Denmark and Norway continued to operate as a union until 1814. 


Currencies during those periods were specific to each country, despite having a single ruler. Then in 1873 the Scandinavi- 
an Monetary Union replaced Denmark’s and Sweden’s currencies with the Krona based on the gold standard, shortly after 
nearby Germany adopted a gold standard. The two countries in the Union continued to issue separate currencies, but now 
the currencies traded as equivalent. Norway in turn joined in 1875, and the Union lasted until the First World War, when 
the gold standard was abandoned and the three currencies were no longer fixed at par. 


\) — Denmark 
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The words Krona and Krone translate in each language to “Crown”. The subdivision of the Krona into 100 Ore or 100 @re 
makes figurative sense: Ore comes from the Latin “aurum” for gold. However the Ore sub-unit was used long before the 
introduction of the gold standard, so it has roots in a more colloquial or slang usage. The Swedish Ore coins of the 1500s 
were made of billon (partly silver) for example. 


Greenland has a Norwegian colonial past, but is now part of Denmark. Today Greenlanders use Danish currency, but 
some specific Greenland coins have been issued.

Iceland was also a Norwegian colony, and later Swedish. It became a 
Kingdom in 1918, and fully independent in 1944, but its coinage still 
reflects that colonial history, using 100 Eyrir to the Kr6na. 


PE ecupied the strategically located Faroe ‘Islands, situated north of 
Britain and west of Scandinavia in the North Atlantic. In 1941 only, Dan- 
ish coinage was struck for the Faroe Islands by the British Royal Mint, 
and the only difference between these coins and the earlier Danish 
coins is the missing heart-shaped mint mark of Copenhagen.

It's perhaps easy to conclude that the Krause Standard Catalog of World Coins has _ 
made an error of omission by not including the 1941 Danish 5 @re coin with the 
central hole, but a small note in the entry refers the reader to the Faroe Islands for 
that year. 


I’m repeatedly reminded how “Numismatics” provides a tangible record of many 
aspects of world history, and each coin that is added to my collection invites more 
discovery and understanding. These “crown” coins are no exception.

Cloth notes are scarce from any Communist Bank issuer, especially when one considers all 
the forgeries or questionable material compared to legitimate pieces. Russia, during this 
period, supported communist movements worldwide, as Lenin had dreamed the Russian 
Revolution would be the spark needed to start the global communist revolution. China 
received support from the Soviet Union during this period, to help the CCP win their fight 
against the KMT for total control of China. This is why Stalin is depicted on the note (his 
likeness was never put onto Russian currency).
